LOMDON, Jan, 20.—(2:25 a.m.)—German aircraft made their 
long threatened raid on England last night and: attempted to blow 
up with bombs the King’s royal residence in Sandringham, in the 
county of Norfolk. 

This intention was ill-timed, for King George and Queen Mary, 
with their family, who had been staying at Sandringham, had’ re- 
turned to London yesterday morning to resume their residence in 
Buckingham palace. : 

It is still not definitely known whether the raiders were Zeppe 
or aeroplanes, but as Zeppelins were reported yesterday afternoon as 
passing over the North Sea in a westerly direction, most of those re- 
porting that event inclined to the belief that these were the raiders. 

The night was quite calm but very dark and cloudy, which made 
it impossible for the people in the towns over which they passed to 
distinguish even the outlines of the raiders, though the whirr of their 
propellers and the droning of their motors could be distinctly heard. 

A Zeppelin is reported to have been brought down by the fire of 
a warship at Hunstanton, » few miles north of Sandringham. ~- 

Bombs were dropped at Yarmouth, King’s Lynn, Sandringham, 
Cromer, Sheringham and Briston, and everywhere except at Briston 
casualties and damage to property result, :

Melbourne was one of a family of 
seven children, four boys and three 
girls. Brother Robert is 41 years old 
and conducts a room at Richmond, 
England. UGrother Herbert, 36 years 
old, lives in Chiswick, England, while 
Brother William, 28 years old, who 
was located for a time at Vancouver, 
is now in Edmonton, Alta.

It was in Novenrber, 1897, when 19 
years old, that-Inmen wade his first 
run of 100 at the Anglers’ hotel, in 
Teddington. Of course this was a 
start toward his career, but he re- 
gards it as more important from the 
fact that there he first met an at- 
tractive miss of 18 years, who later 
became Mrs. Inman. In teasing an- 
ter, he told this little girl, a niece of 
George Desvignes, a noted maker of 
steam launches, that some day he 
would become champion and weuld 
come back and marry ‘her.
